Cancellation of Claims 
Claims 1, 9, 10, 12, 13, and 15 have been canceled per applicant's request. 

Response to Amendment 

The indicated allowability of claim 2 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to Whitehorn et al. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) 
follow. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 2-4, 17, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent 6,807,050 to Whitehorn et al., hereinafter, Whitehorn in 
view of U.S. Patent 6,392,873 to Honda and in further view of U.S. Patent 2,897,616 to 
Edwards. Whitehorn discloses a display device (200) comprising: a display 
encasement (102); a handle (108) pivotally attached to the encasement; wherein the 
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handle is capable of securing a cable extending from the display encasement; wherein 
the handle moves from a first position to a second position; and wherein the display 
encasement is pivotally attached to a firs end of a leg (106). 

Whitehorn discloses the claimed invention except for the limitation of a cable and 
the handle securing the cable. Honda teaches that it is known to have a cable 
extending from a display device. Edwards teaches a device having a pivotally member 
(2) in the fomn of a handle, wherein the member secures a cable extending from an 
object (1 8). Since it is inherent that Whitehorn would include a cable as taught by 
Honda, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have modified the device In Whitehorn combined with Honda to 
have the handle to secure the cable extending from the display encasement as taught 
by the apparatus in Edwards for the purpose of providing a means for guiding the cable 
and to keep the slack portion of the cable away from the display encasement during 
usage of the display device. 

In regards to claims 17 and 18, Whitehorn combined with Honda and Edwards 
inherently discloses the method of pivotally attaching a handle and securing a cable, 
and pivotally attaching a first end of a leg. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5, 6, and 19-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claims 7, 8.- 1 1 , 14, and 16 are allowed.
